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Failure of Jewish Social-Group Work Blamed 
On Leaders’ Assimilationist Attitude

YORK (NJP)—The paucity of “Jewish content” in the Jewish social work and community 


center fields, and the shortage of trained workers in these fields with an adequate Jewish background, 
last week was laid to the “assimilationist attitudes” of certain key Jewish community leaders. The 
charge was made by Dr. Abraham G. Duker, a leading Jewish historian and sociologist. 


Should Center Workers Be?”, 
pr. Duker laid his attack against 
the background of the now de 
funct Training Bureau for Jew- 
ish Communal Service. 

NEGATIVE ATTITUDE 

The Bureau, which was sup- 
ported by private and communal 
funds and housed in the quarters 
of the National Jewish Welfare 
Board (JWB), charged Dr. Du- 
ker, was closed last year not 
pecause of “financial reasons, as 
institutional publicity had it,” 
put because of the negative at- 
titude of some of the lay and 
professional leaders in the field. 

The Bureau last year closed 
its doors after three years of 
successful operation because it 
could no longer meet expenses. 
It was the only school imparting 
Jewish background to profession- 
al Jewish communal workers, be- 
side Yeshiva University, which 
in recent years established a 
training school for Jewish com- 
munal work. 

SMALL BUDGET 

According to George Rabinoff, 
head of the Bureau, it had been 
operating on a budget of only 
$100,000. The financial difficulties 
of the Bureau began in 1950, 
when the fund raising agencies, 
blaming declining incomes, began 
to cut their allocations to the 
Bureau, 

The United Jewish Appeal 
(UJA) dropped its annual $10.- 
000 appropriation. According to 
Nathan Ziprin, editor of the 
Seven Arts Feature Syndicate, 
Henry Montor, now head of the 
Israel Bond drive, refused in 
1950, when he was head of the 
UJA, to “consider this compara- 
tively small appropriation,” de- 
Spite repeated protests made to 
him. 

Ziprin also said overtures had 
been made to Brandeis Univer- 
sity to absorb the school. (NJP, 
April 21, 1951) 





ABRAHAM DUKER 
‘With distaste and hostility... 

Duker, author of a critical 
analysis of the Maclver Report 
being published by The Recon- 
structionist Foundation, was 
Associate on Jewish Studies at 
the Bureau. He is now consult- 
ant to the Commission on Jew- 
ish Living of the American Jew- 
ish Congress. 

The school failed, declared 
Duker, because students were 
offered no incentive in the way 
of professional advancement 
after completion of the course. 
Despite the school’s fine faculty, 
curriculum and pioneering in 
adult education methods, he said, 
social workers balked at under- 
going “a strenuous course of 
Jewish studies without any vis- 
ible @<pectation of compensation 
in terms of money or status in 
the profession. 


CONSISTENTLY OPPOSED 

Describing the circumstances 
under which the school operated, 
Duker noted “that because of 
their assimilationist attitudes 
many leaders in Jewish commu- 
nal work have been consistently 
opposed to a Jewish school for 
social work or even to more inten- 
sive Jewish training. 

He continued: “Some outstand- 
ing leaders in the profession of 
Jewish community organization 
see no need for such training or

equipment. Some even view with 
distaste and hostility any posi- 
tive approaches to Jewish group 
life and would not like to see 
people with such positive con- 
victions enter the field of social 
work.” 
NEW CURRICULA 

(In the past, individual Jewish 
Agencies and workers, and the 
professional organizations, in- 
clud the Jewish Welfare Bpard, 
central coordinating body in the 
field, have come under attack 
from various sources for operat- 
ing on the Sabbath for under- 
emphasizing Jewish content in 
programming and for  insuffi- 
cient stress on Jewish  back- 
ground in hiring social workers. 
Recently, however, some leaders 
in the field have hailed steps 
taken by Yeshiva University, the 
Jewish Theological Seminary and 
the Jewish Institute of Religion- 
Hebrew Union College, toward 
establishing curricula and en- 
couraging their students to seek 
professional background in Jew- 
ish social and community organ- 
ization work). 


MUST HAVE M.A. 

Asked for further elaboration, 
Dr. Duker told The Post that stu- 
dents failed to enroll in large 
numbers at the Bureau because 
they “rightly felt that Jewish 
social agencies would refuse to 
offer professional advancement 


to those who completed their 
courses,” 
He explained that when a 


teacher does post-graduate work 
and obtains a Masters of Arts 
degree in the field, he is likely to 
be promoted to a better position. 
(In most cases, it is now virtu- 
ally impossible to get a job in 
the field without a Master's 
degree, and only in the rarest 
cases is advancement offered to 
workers who do not have a Mas- 
ter’s).

PRESSURED BY STATE 


Resorts Drop 
Bias Practices

TOMAHAWK, Wis. (NJP)—Resort owners of this area have 
backtracked in the face of a state investigation and have authorized 
a statement that they would no longer practice discrimination 
against members of minority groups who sought public accommo- 
dations. 


But Aity. Gen. Vernon Thomson said that he would continue 
his investigation into charges by Lyle Olson, operator of two va- 
cation resorts, that neighbors and competitiors had threatened Olson 
and his property with harm. Olson said that he practices non-dis- 
crimination both as a personal principle and in accordance with 
state law. (NJP, May 16, 1952) 


WILL ABIDE BY ANTI-DISCRIMINATION LAW 
One of the results of a meeting called by Malcolm Riley, an 
assistant attorney general, to inquire into Olson’s charges was a 
statement signed by Donald Mattison, president of the Tomahawk 
Chamber of Commerce. 


It read: “On behalf of myself and the resort owners of the 
Tomahawk area, I would like to say that not only do we acknowl- 
edge the rights of minority groups to peaceably enjoy the priv- 
ileges of full citizenship, but that we will co-operate fully with the 
state and local authorities to attaining this end.” 


The statement meant, Mattison said, that the people of the 
area would not oppose the actions of Olson or any others in accept- 
ing all comers who seek to vacation in the area, which is about 
200 miles northwest of Milwaukee. The resort owners, he said, 
would abide fully by the state law which prohibits discrimination 
because of race, creed, color or national origin. 


CLAIMED GOVERNOR’S SUPPORT FOR BIAS POLICY 

It was an abrupt about-face for Mattison. He was quoted previ- 
ously as Saying, at a meeting of resort owners: “The governor's 
office is 100° behind us (in opposition to accepting Jewish and 
Negro guests). They all believe as we do but they’re playing poli- 
tics and have to keep under the table.” Mattison warned all those 
present that he would “deny it tomorrow” if anybody quoted him, 


The reported speech brought an immediate comment from Gov- 
ernor Walter Kohler, Jr., who said: “Ridiculous! There is abso- 
lutely no truth in that whatsoever, I am sworn to execute the laws 
and will do it.” 

Mattison told the assistant attorney general that the quotes 
were correct, in general, but that his ideas had been misinterpreted. 
There will be no more loose talk or implied threats, he said. He 
complained that the whole affair was an unfortunate incident 
magnified by misunderstandings.

LONDON (NJP)—The continued decline of 
organized anti-Semitism in Britain, which long 
has been on the wane, was indicated by two de- 
velopments last week. 

Despite several weeks of an extensive pub- 
licity campaign, a rally last Sunday of the pro- 
fascist anti-Semitic Mosleyite “Union Move- 
ment” failed to attract more than a tiny audi- 
ence, 

Only about 100 people from the heavily- 
Populated Hackney and Shoreditch districts, 
which during the Nazi heyday were hotbeds of 
Mosleyite activity, followed the “Union” parade 
through the streets, with few passersby stop- 
Ping to listen to the open-air speeches. (Sir 
Oswald Mosley, leader of the movement now 
resides in Ireland), 

The rally was one of many abortive at- 
tempts to blame Jews for the recent trade 
Slump. These attempts have failed, it is be- 
lieved, because of the wide realization that the 
industries hardest hit have been the so-called 
“Jewish trades,” garments and accessories, for 
which Japanese compétition now is being 
blamed, 








The second indication of the decline of anti- 
Semitism was the vote of the “43 Group” to 
disband. 

The group was founded by 43 Jewish war 
veterans, aS a quasi-vigilante group, to act in 
connection with the open-air political rallies so 
popular in Britain, and to fight anti-Semitsm. 

The members of “43” have joined the Asso- 
ciation of Jewish Ex-Servicemen, British coun- 
terpart of the Jewish War Veterans. 

At the same time, the non-Jewish owned 
Hackney Gazette, praised Hackney’s Jewish 
mayor, Councillor Borough S. Lever, an active- 
trade unionist, upon his retirement from office 
last week, 

The paper wrote: “He has done much to 
cement the good relations between the Jewish 
and Gentile communities in a borough which 
has been made a battleground for racial strife 
by certain political parties.” 

Curiously, the majority of the Gazette’s ad 
vertisements of apartments or rooms for rent 
bear the words “Gentile house,” “Jewish house” 
or the equivalent.

Connecticut Officials, Rebbis

HARTFORD, Conn.—State Police Commissioner Edward Hickey has assigned a special police 
officer to enforce the state Kashrut Law, it was reported in The Jewish Ledger. 

The assignment was announced after a meeting lasi week between state officials and repre- 
sentatives of the Connecticut Orthodox Rabbinic Committee on Kashrut,

The Committee issued a basic 
jist of religious requirements for 
kosher meat, which will be con- 
sidered as standard in the en- 
forcement of the state law. 

MUST LABEL MEAT 

According to the law, butch- 
ers selling kosher and non-kosher 
meat must indicate the condi- 
tion of the meat by using dis- 
play signs at least four inches 
high with the labels “kosher” or 
“non-kosher” respectively. 

Restaurants selling both kos- 
her and non-kosher foods must 
place a similar sign in their win- 
dows stating: “Kosher and 3 non- 


kosher foods sold here.” 
Violators of these regulations 
are subject to a $100 fine, six 
months imprisonment or both. 
Butchers selling kosher meat 
and meat products will have to 
conform to the requirements laid 
down by the Committee on Kash- 
rut, which were approved by 
John Christensen, Commissioner 
of the State Department of 
Farms and Markets, as well as 
by Police Commissioner Hickey.

Reform and Conservatism In Israel 


T REQUIRES only the faintest acquaintance 
with Israel to understand that neither Con- 
servative nor Reform nor any other American 
group or movement can have the slighest in- 
fluence in Israel without actually becoming 
part and parcel of Israel in one way or an- 
other. 

There are so many areas in which any 
American group can be of service to Israel, 
that it is difficult to understand the criticism 
of those who claim the Israelis are unfriendly 
or unreceptive, 

The Zionist Organization of America 
watched Hadassah thrive both in the estima- 
tion of the Israelis and in the eyes of the 
American Jewish community through its con- 
structive work in Israel before it finally began 
to build on its own in Israel. By now every- 
one except Reform and Conservatism has 
learned this lesson. 

But the accurate analysis of Hadassah’s 
position in respect to Israel is not that Hadas- 
sah built in Israel in order to maintain its 
membership. No, Hadassah’s principal motive 
was to serve. 

Yet in serving others Hadassah also served 
herself. 

The Reform Movement in the United States 
is an indigenous movement. It grew out of 
needs of Jews in the United States. The same 
is true for Conservatism. If both these groups 
were to begin to devote efforts to work in Is- 
rael, they not only would lay the groundwork 
for establishing themselves in the eyes of the 
Israelis, for beginning their movements in Is- 
rael, but they would find that they were helping 
themselves at the same time. 


Fer an American Reform Rabbi to com- 


Israel is a theoretical complaint. But if Reform 
were to begin to build institutions in Israel, not 
from America, but by starting needed services 
in Israel, almost automatically the problem 
would disappear. Even the Orthodox might be 
convinced; but if not, they hardly could con- 
tinue to refuse the right to perform marriages 
and other privileges to an indigenous body. 

However just as Hadassah has gained much 
from its work in Igrael, so the branches of 
American Judaism might gain much from their 
experiences in Israel with Israelis, Neither 
Reform nor Conservatism in America has 
stopped growing. In fact, their whole raison 
d’eire, although to a different degree, is based 
on each generation reinterpreting Judaism to 
fill its own needs, In this process Israel can 
play a part. 

No one denies that Israelis are for the most 
part religious. They are a product of a Euro- 
pean generation which made resistance to reli- 
gion a part of the political movement of the 
last century. The general scepticism which 
America knew twenty and thirty years ago was 
of similar derivation. 

Now that American Jewry is emerging from 
that state of antagon:sm and resistance to reli- 
gion, they are a decade or more ahead of the 
Israelis. But gradually the Israelis too will 
lose that confidence that within themselves 
they have the strength to create their own des- 
tiny. 

When that time arrives, will the Israelis be 
alienated by the existing practice of religion? 
Or will they have the benefit of the experience 
of Judaism in America, whether that Judaism 
be Conservative or Refotm or even Orthodoxy, 
which, if it is changing more slowly than is 
Reform and Conservatism in America, is still

AFDCI and UJA Must Begin Immediate Negotiations 


HE unwillingness of the American Finan- 
cial and Development Corporation for 
Israel (AFDCI), sponsors of the $500,000,000 
sale of Israel bonds in the United States, to sit 
down in a tri-partite discussion with represen- 
tatives of the United Jewish Appeal (UJA) and 
the Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds (CJFWF), may be understandable in the 
light of the recent bitterness between Julian 
Freeman, president of the CJFWF, and the 
AFDCI. 

The AFDCI could see this offer by the 
CJFWF to solve the conflict over coordination 
between the two major U. S. efforts of aid to 
Israel, the UJA and the sale of Israel bonds, 
as an extension of the fight that reached a 
frenzy of bitterness in Indianapolis recently, 

From such a viewpoint, the offer of the 
CJFWF might not seem so sanguine to the 
AFDCI. 

But that does not relieve the AFDCI from 
responsibility to seek every means to reach an 
agreement on coordination, 

Up until now, the AFDCI has seemed less 
than eager to work out some arrangement on 
coordination with the UJA. 

The AFDCI is unlike any other agency op- 
erating in the American Jewish community in 
that it is not subject to pressure from any 
other group in the community. It has its own 
national directors, its own local staffs, and is 
not dependent for its funds on any other 
agency in the community. 

But the success of the sale of Israel bonds 


does depend, in great measure, on the good 
will it wins from the American Jewish public. 
This good will can be alienated. Let no Jewish 
group misunderstand this. 

If there is no national Jewish newspaper or 
any other means (radio, speaking platforms of 
a national nature, etc.) where Jewish public 
opinion can be created over night as in the 
general U. S. community, there are many frag- 
mentary ways by which, over a period of time, 
true public opinion in the U. S. Jewish commu- 
nity can be created. 

This public opinion is what every Jewish 
agency must consider, for it is the final judge 
of success or failure of every effort. 

If the AFDCI, then, does not wish to sit 
down with the CJFWF and the UJA to settle 
the problem of coordination, it must at least 
make a counter move that would lead to imme- 
diate negotiations between it and the UJA. 

The CJFWF is the natural arbiter in dis- 
putes in the American Jewish community. But 
if the UJA and the AFDCI can work out an 
agreement without the CJFWF, all parties will 
be satisfied. 

To prolong the conflict between the UJA and 
the AFDCI is a disservice to the U. S. Jewish 
community which no agency has a right to in- 
flict. But it also is most harmful to Israel, 
which will need support from the U. S. Jewish 
community in increasing measure in the next 
few years when that new nation goes through 
a most trying period before it can become eco- 
nomically self-sufficient. 


Hebrew Teachers, In What Regard Do We Hold Them? 


ECENTLY in Troy, New York, Isadore 

Pfeffer, a Hebrew teacher, was honored 

on the completion of fifteen years of service to 
one of the community’s Hebrew Schools. 

Three former rabbis under whom Mr. Pfef- 
fer had served the fifteen years sent him mes- 
sages of congratulation. This in itself indicates 
the kind of service the Jewish communities of 
the U. S. are receiving from their Hebrew 
teachers. Many communities have come to ex- 
pect their rabbis to move to larger pulpits 
after a few years. But the Hebrew School 
teacher can serve ten and fifteen years in one 
community and in many cases does just that 
and more. 

Our communities too often do not grant to 
the Hebrew teacher the status and position he 
deserves. Today the Hebrew teacher is begin- 
ning to be paid a decent salary, but he still does 
not command respect and dignity. 


Every Jewish community now considers He- 
brew education a major function. But the He- 
brew school teacher is giyen little consideration. 
The executive director of the federations and 
his many aides not only are paid twice the sal- 
ary of the Hebrew School teacher, but are 
accepted socially and otherwise, which is as it 
should be. 


But the same respect must be paid Hebrew 
School teachers. They deserve it because of 
their education as Hebraists and they deserve 
it because of their service. Paying our Hebrew 
teachers well enough is important, but grant- 
ing them status can be as important and more, 
Out of selfish-interest, if for no other reason, 
we must see that they are held in the proper 
regard, for a frustrated individual is not the 
well-balanced person to lead our children into 
the difficult world of Hebrew, ; 


Viciousness .In Jewish Life 


R SOME reason fights within the Jewish 
community take on such violent aspects 
that many capable men are alienated. 

In a certain midwestern Jewish community, 
the son of a prominent national Jewish figure 
eannot be persuaded to accept any position in 
the community, despite his obvious capability. 

He has seen the kind of beating his father 
has taken at the hands >f those who have op- 
posed him. His father has served the local and 
national comamunity for years, and has risen 


to a position high in importance in his organ- 
ization. Yet when engaged in maintaining this 
or that point in a given discussion or debate, 
he has been maligned and attacked, vilified and 
excoriated. 

Contests are inevitable in Jewish life. But 
for some reason they involve such personal bit- 
terness, that even if the victims are not them- 
selves so disgusted that they withdraw, those 
who watch the mud slinging are deterred from 
assuming positions of responsibility.

N. Y. Mila Board Will List Mohalim 


Who Use Surgical Clamp For Rite

EW YORK (NJP)—Publie information for Jewish parents and hospitals in New York on the 
Doak qualifications of the 150 mohalim (ritual circumcisers) registered with the Mila Board of 
New York, hereafter will include data on whether the mohel knows how to use the much-discussed 


Gomco Clamp. 


A forthcoming report of the Mila Board, the only Sagernrury body of its mad in _Atnerica, will 


disclose the new addition to the 
qualification data, according to 
Dr. Michael Schuman, Mila Board 
chairman. The report, originally 
scheduled for issuance late in 
March, has been delayed by the 
jliness of several members. 

Dr. Schuman explained that the 
reason for the additional infor- 
mation is that the demand by 
Jewish parents and by hospital 
authorities for the clamp has be- 
come so widespread that the Mila 
Board, as a regulatory body, has 
felt it necessary to move to “meet 
the demand.” 

BY-PASSES DISPUTE 

In so doing, the Mila Board is in 
effect by-passing a still unsettled 
dispute involving the Union of 
Orthodox Rabbis of the United 
States and Canada (Agudas Hara- 
bonim) and the American Moh- 
alim Association. 

Many details of that dispute 
remain obscure but information 
from various sources, including 
Dr. Schuman, Rev. T. M. Belkin, 
president of the American Moha- 
lin Association, and other obser- 
yers, indicates that the first rea- 
ction of the Agudas Harabonim, 
representing the older Orthodox 
American rabbinate, was in op- 
position to use of the clamp. 

VIOLATES LAW 

The Orthodox rabbinical oppos- 
ition was based on the contention 
that use of the clamp, however 
desirable in terms of prevention 
of infection and hemmorhage, did 
not permit the “seeing” of fresh 
blood during mila and hence vio- 
lated Jewish Law. 

Subsequently, Dr. Schuman 
proposed a modification in the 
use of the clamp to meet these 
tabbinical objections. The Agu- 

das Harabonim appointed a Beth 
Din (court of law) to a demonstr- 
ation of the modified technique, 
which was held in the Central 
Maternity Hospital in Mahattan. 
The Beth Din then issued a rul- 
ing approving use of the clamp 
as demonstrated. 
RENEWED FIGHT 

Later, for reasons never ex- 
plained publicly, the Agudas Har- 
abonim renewed its opposition, 
bringing a charge from Rev. Bel- 
kin in the Yiddish press that the 
rabbinical body had ignored iis 
own Beth Din. 

Rev. Belkin, in describing his 
fight against the reversal, warn- 
ed the Agudas Harabonim that 
its opposition was endangering 
circumcision as a ritual. His 
warning was based on the argu- 
ment, supported from other sour-

Board rests entirely on its pre- 
Stige as a non-profit community 
service organization, that auth- 
ority has been buttressed by an 
understanding with the New York 
Department of Hospitals, under 
which the Board assigns mohalim 
to city hospitals for performance 
of mila as a community service 
without charge. 

CERTIFY MOHALIM 

Dr. Schuman said that many 
hospitals, voluntary and private, 
permit mohalim certified by the 
Mila Board to circumcize Jewish 
infants. Other voluntary and pri- 
vate hospitals have certified mo- 
halim as staff members. The Mila 
Board issues a list annually of 
certified mohalim. Three or four 
hospitals in New York City do 
not permit ritual circumcisions 
by mohalim. 

In seeking to set up a system 
for qualifying mohalim, the 
Board provides a test pattern, Dr. 
Schuman said. In dealing with an 
applicant, the Board makes cer- 
tain that he is a responsible per- 
son. The application details his 
background in mila, and provides 
evidence of both medical skill and 
his knowledge of ritual. He is re- 
quired to sign a pledge that he 
will observe the rules of the Mila 
Board. 

MUST PASS TESTS 

As a second step, the applicant 
is sent to a rabbi-examiner of the 
board, who examines the appli- 
cant in the “dinim,” ritual laws, 
of circumcision. He is then re- 
ferred to a physician who obser- 
ves the applicant as he performs 
an actual circumcision. If the 
applicant passes all of these tests, 
he is referred back to Dr. Schu- 
man for final interview and certi- 
fication. 

This year, in its annual review 
of the fitness of its certified mo- 
halim, the Board is including a 
comprehensive physical examin- 
ation to make sure that the mo- 
hel is physically able to perform 
this exacting operation. 

Dr. Schuman explained that in- 
ability to use the Gomco clamp 
will not mean disqualification. It 
will simply mean that the parent 
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or hospital official will have this 
additional information in making 
a choice of a mohel. 

CITES HINDRANCES 

While progress has been made 
during the past thirty years in 
eliminating abuses in the New 
York area, Dr. Schuman pointed 
out several factors which make 
impossible a completely  satis- 
factory situation. 

Most of them stem from the 
fact that the Board has no pow- 
ers of enforcement. Hence it can- 
not compel all mohalim to con- 
form to its rules or to accept its 
authority. The Board also is 
powerless to act when an individ- 
ual simply sets himself as a “mo- 
hel” and proceeds to practice 
mila. 

This particular phase of the 
problem has been intensified 
since the end of World War II 
by an influx of mohalim from 
Europe, including many who are 
not sufficiently trained. 

PARENTS UNINFORMED 

The problem could be solved 
within the framework of the 
present voluntary program if all 
Jewish parents knew about the 
existence of the Mila Board, its 
program and its list of cerutied 
mohalim, Dr. Schuman told The 
Post, “but they don’t.” 

Lack of control over dubious 
and non-cooperative mohalim re- 
presents a significant gap in the 
Mila Board program. Several 
years ago, Dr. Schuman said, he 
proposed to the then New York 
Commissioner of Health that the 
municipal sanitary code be am- 
ended to provide for the appoint- 
ment of a commission to do of- 
ficially and with police power 
what the Mila Board does now 
unofficially and by persuasion. 

PLAN DROPPED 

In submitting the report, Dr. 

Schuman listed names of persons 


he believed qualified to serve on | 


such a city board and the matter 
reached the stage of serious con- 
sideration “at a top-level basis.” 
Subsequently, with a change of 
administration, the matter was 
dropped, but Dr. Schuman still 
hopes that the present Commis- 
sioner of Health will re-open the 
issue so that the police powers 
of the nation’s largest city with 
its great Jewish population may 
ultimately end the abuses in rit- 
ual circumcision.

The Board’s position toward the 
problem of the renewed Agudas 
Harabonim ban on the Gomco 
clamp is one of proceeding with 
its program of including in its 
records a list of mohalim quali- 
fied to use it. 

When the Board learned of the 
ban renewal, it turned the issue 
over to'the New York Board of 
Rabbis for adjudication. Mean- 
while, when Jewish hospitals in- 
quire of the Mila Board whether 
use of the Gomco Clamp is ritual- 
lly permissible, the Board replies 
that it is.

As Miller, Shapiro Tell Platforms

Chief, New York Bureau of The National Jewish Post 7 : ‘ , 
NEW YORK (NJP)—With the national convention of the Zionist Organization of America (ZOA) 


only four weeks away, Rabbi Irving Miller and Ezra Shapiro, two of the leading candidates for the 
presidency of the organization, have stepped up their election campaigns. 
Miller late last week held a press conference and Shapiro early this week addressed a confer- 


ence called by his supporters, 

Meeting exclusively with the 
press for the first time since his 
candidacy was announced in 
February, Miller explained what 
he meant by identification with 
the General Zionist party in Is- 
rael. He said identification on 
such matters as school and civil 
Service policies does not con- 
stitute affiliation “nor does it in 
any way qualify our support of 
Israel.” 

FAVORS ‘ALLIANCE’ 

At the conference of Shapiro 
supporters Sunday night, Sha- 
piro qualified his advocacy of 
identification somewhat, by ex- 
plaining that while in matters 
of “Zionism“ there can be an 
alliance with the General Zion- 
ists of Israel, no such relation- 
ship could be permitted to exist 
where internal Israeli policy mat- 
ters are concerned. 

Miller asserted that identifica- 
tion with a group in Israel is not 
in itself an act of affiliation, in 
the sense of requiring unquali- 
fied support of or subjection to 
a platform laid down by an Is- 
raeli party, 

QUALIFIES TERM 

He noied that if the ZOA had 
no opinions about affairs in Is- 
rae!l, it would be nothing more 
than a charity organization. 

At the moment, he added, “our 
opinions coincide with the views 
expressed by Israeli General 
Zionist leaders, but there is noth- 
ing to prevent the ZOA from 
voicing support in the future of 
policies advocated by other 
political parties.” 

HITS DISSOLUTION 

Miller attacked the dissolution 
of the Halutziut Commission, 
which both ZOA and Hadassah 
had sponsored, and which has 
been integrated as a committee 
of the Afmerican Zionist Youth 





Commission, also a joint ZOA Louis Lipsky, 


and Hadassah body. 

Calling the move “a serious 
mistake,” he said that if elected 
he would re-establish it and “pro- 
vide it with material and moral 
resources to enable it to plan a 
far-reaching program, involving 
industrial, technical and profes- 
sional as well as agricultural 
halutziut, and seek to create 
conditions both here and in Is- 
rael favorable to the realization 
of this program.” 

REGIONAL PROJECTS 

He proposed that projects in 
Israel be financed and imple- 
mented by the regions rather 
than the national organization 
“so that they may become the 
links binding the members and 
districts of these regions to life 
in Israel.” 

Shapiro Sunday night proposed 
the establishment in Israel of 
a special bureau to assist pri- 
vate investors, settlers and visit- 
ors from America. American 
Jews who come to Israel ‘flound- 


er about,” the Cleveland ZOA 
leader stated. 
Explaining that the British 


and South African Zionist groups 
already have established such 
bureaus for their own country- 
men in Israel, he suggested that 
the newly-dedicated Daniel Fri- 
sch House, a ZOA project in Tel 
Aviv, serve as such a center, 

INVESTMENT NEGLECTED 

He noted that private invest- 
ment has been totally neglected 
in Israel, and suggested that pro- 
gress in this area would depend 
upon the cooperation of the Is- 
rael Government, which in turn 
would depend on improved rela- 
tions between ZOA and Israeli 
leaders. 

At the Shapiro conference, 
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veteran Zionist 
leader and chairman of the Amer- 
ican Zionist Council, declared 
that if Miller is elected, he will 
be the puppet of a clique work- 
ing closely with the General 
Zionist party in Israel. 


PREDICTS DROP 

He said that because of his- 
torical circumstances the ZOA 
membership situation is bad, and 
predicted that if Miller is elected 
and the ZOA becomes allied with 
the General Zionists in Israel, 
membership will drop even more 
sharply. 

He said he would resign from 
the ZOA if the organization be- 
comes tied to an Israeli political 
party. 

Dr. Nahum Goldmann, chair- 
man of the American section of 
the Jewish Agency for Palestine, 
_who was to have addressed the 
conference, cabled that duties in 
Europe preverited him from at- 
tending the conference, and as- 
serted his support of Shapiro's 
candidacy.
